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Continuation of 3 and 11. Applicant asked (p. 5) for withdrawal of the finality of the last Office action, but neither of the two conditions for 
withdrawal given in MPEP 706.07(b) are satisfied. The finality is maintained. Secondly, the proposed amendment, replacing "user 
module" with "personal interface", would not overcome the last rejection because "personal interface" is not disclosed in the application, 
much less given a "clear definition" (MPEP 21 1 1 .01 ), so the examiner is obliged to give the term its broadest reasonable interpretation.
